Washington, April 22. -Re 
ports from the middle west say 
Secretary Taft is regarded as 
certain of the Republican nomi- 
nation for the presidency at the 
hands of the Chicago convention 
and of election in November, if 
the welcome that was extended 
to him during his recent tour in 
Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kentucky is an indication. 

Great receptions equaling 
those niven a President and ban- 
quets at which were gathered 
the leading men iu political and 
industrial life have been held 
and the Secretary of War has 
been repeatedly acclaimed as 
"our next President." 

In Chicago, the center of the 
Caution strength, he was kept 
busy during two days and the 
greater part of two nights in 
making speeches and receiving 
those who desired to shake his 
hand. What is said to have 
been the largest banquet 111 the 
history of the Hamilton Club, 
one "of the most influential or- 
ganizations in the West, was 
given in his honor. The Com- 
mercial Club, representative of 
Chicago's business life, gave him 
another great bauquet at which 
he urged that the country take 
advantage of its trade opportuni- 
ties iu the Far East. In Omaha 
2,600 voters of Nebraska, mem- 
bers of the McKinley Club, at- 
tended a bauquet and heard him 
.take Mr. Bryau to task for his 
part in the ratification of the 
Paris treaty by which the Unit- 
ed States acquired the Philip- 
pines. At Council Bluffs promi- 
uent men came from every sec- 
tion of Iowa to hear him advo- 
cate the developmeut of the 
country's waterways. At every 
one of these great banquets he 
was giveu an ovation. At uo 
oue of them waR there a note of 
antagonism. 

The welcome was not only ex- 
tended by the prominent men 
aud leaders of opinion in the 
states through which he passed, 
but by delegations of working 
men. At Columbus he was wait- 
ed upou by fifty representatives 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Conductors. At Chicago he was 
invited to speak to 500 of them 
at the Masonic Temple. At 
Omaha and Council Biufis other 
delegations of railway employees 
meet him, shook hauds aud usk- 
ed question* regarding his atti- 
tude toward unioii labor. 

So favorable was the impres- 
sion the Secretary created among 
these meu that George Huutley, 
chief of the Toledo division of 
the conductors, who made an ad- 
dress at the White House two 
years ago wheu a committee of 
twent one railway men waited 
upon the Presideut to explain 
their attitude toward railway 
legislation, declared that the 
seniiineut was overwhelmingly 
in favor of the Secretin jr*i nomi- 
nation. 

"There has beeu some criti- 
cism of Mr. Taft's injunction 
decision, but that has been al- 
miht entirely removed by a bet- 
ter understanding of his real at- 
titude toward us," said Mr. 
Huntley. "We know that he 
merely construed the law as he 
fouud it. He was on the beuch 
to judge cases according to the 
Laws that bad beeu placed on the 



statute books by Congress. We 
believe he is the strongest man 
mentioned for the Republican 
nomination and we shall stand 
by him when nominated, ne is 
a big broad, fair minded man. 
We like him." 

Similar sentiments were ex- 
pressed by many others during 
the trip. The President's popu- 
larity iu the West has not waned 
and many of the laboring men 
expressed the belief that Mr. 
Taft's nomination would assure 
a continuance of the President's 
policies and his friendly spirit 
toward them. 

(A the train along the line of 
route the word was fashed by 
telegraph operators that the 
Secretary of war was coming. 
As a result of this, at many of 
the stops crowds were outside tc 
shake his hand, hear his voice 
and see his expansive smile. 

In Chicago a delegation of 
prominent colored men waited 
upon him, one of them an alter- 
nate to the Chicago convention 
from the first Illinois district, in- 
structed in his favor. They 
greeted him decidedly pleasant- 
ly and promised their hearty 
support tor both the nomination 
and election. 

In Ohio Gov. Harris stated 
that Secretary Taft as the nomi- 
nee there would be no doubt of 
the Republican party carrying 
the state next November ; that 
the stories of factional differ- 
ences put out in the East had 
beeu greatly exaggerated; that 
the opposition led by Senator 
Foraker had not beeu left with 
the slightest ground to stand on 
aud that a united party in the 
state led by Mr. Taft woald be 
sure to roll up the largest raaj- 
jorttj In the history of the state. 

That Secretary Taft is strong- 
ly backed by the temperance 
and church elements iu the Mid- 
dle West is evidenced by the re- 
ception and banquet tendered 
him by the united church organ- 
izations at the Auditorium in 
Chicago. Several thousands of 
people attended this and another 
mammoth reception to the gener 
al public the following day at 
the Hamilton club. 

During his entire stay iu 
Ciiicago mauy political confer- 
ences were held, but uo attempt 
was made to do auy work in the 
state which Speaker Cannon is a 
favorite son However, the 
rousing welcome giveu Mr. Taft 
indicated the strength he will 
liuve among the voters of the* 
state if uomiuated. 

National Committeeman Snyd- 
er, of Nebraska, expressed the 
opinion that with Secretary Taft 
as the nominee there would be 
uo doutJt of the Republican party 
earring the state against Mr. 
Bryan. He said Mr. Taft would 
be the strongest man the party 
could nominate, that every state 
west of the Mississippi was in 
his favor aud would send dele- 
gates to the couveutiou instruct 
ed for him. Practically the same 
statement was vouched for by 
National Committeemen Hart, 
of Iowa, who said every uati.mal 
committeeman west of the Miss 
isgippi river would favor Mr. 
Taft.

He entered 
the court of the Qlenwood hotel, one 
of the famous hostelrles of the coast. 
Miss Olbbs was In the yard In front 
of the house. The elephant pinned 
her against the house between his 
tusks, threw her to the ground and 
trampled upon her, crushing her 
chest so that ahe died at 10 o'clock 
Thursday night. The animal then 
proceeded to the doorway, the guests 
running, panic-stricken. Indoors. D. 
P. Chapman, a guest of the house, at- 
tempted to swerve the animal from 
the court. Be waa knocked down and 
bad several ribs broken and otherwise 
Injured. The beast crashed through 
the door, wslked through the bsrber 
shop and out on the main street, then 
crossed the street and crashed 
through the heavy plate glaaa window 
in a store. Before being rounded up 
at a downtown public stable, the ani- 
mal trampled on another man and 
seriously gored him with his tasks. 

One of the keepers attempted to 
subdue the animal, but was hurled 
over a high fence, sustaining pstnful 
Injuries.

INDIAN PEACE MEDAL. 



One of Seven Presented by President 
Madison to Chiefs. 

Kansas City, Mo.— Nearly 100 
years ago — 1809 It was — James Madi 
son, fourth president of the United 
Slates, made a treaty with seven In- 
dian tribes that dwelt northwest of 
the Ohio river, in the heart of the wil- 
derness. To each of the chiefs of these 
tribes, Including the Delawares. ihe 
Pottawatomles and the Miami clans, 
tbe Great Father In Waahington sent 
a token of the compact signed be- 
tween them. Tbe offering of the chief 
executive was a heavy silver medal, 
of fine workmanship, bearing on one 
side a raised bust of the president and 
on tbe other a design of a pair of 
clasped hands, beneath the crossed 
pipes of tbe white man and the red 
man— emblems of everlasting peace 
and friendship. 

The medals were worn with much 
pride, doubtless, by the seven warriors 
so signally honored, then handed to 
succeeding generations and Anally 
mislaid or lost. So far as Is

from by the United Slates government 
since that time, '.t is owned by a 
Rosedale, Kan., mar,.

Chicago, April 22 — Illinois took an 
other shy at demon rum Tuesday In 
various township elections, with the 
result that about foity additional ss- 
loons were put out of business. Oth- 
erwise the battle appears to be 
drerWB, for the gains and losses, aa far 
as districts are concerned, seem to 
be about even. Jasper county went 
into Ihe totally dry column. Saint 
MBrle. with five saloons, the only wet 
spot In the county, electing s board of 
trust e* > pledged to close them up. 

On the other hand. Schuyler coun- 
ty shifts from the dry to the wet 
column. This is due to the fact that 
Rushvllle. which for 20 years has 
barred out saloons, this time voted for 
license It will be the only town In 
the county tolerating naloons. 
Still Has 86 Dry Countlee. 

Net results show that the state still 
has 3G counties absolutely dry. In 
many localities the county is dry with 
the excel tlon of one or two spots. Olge I 
county made an extraordinary effort 
to get Into the dry column by wip- 
ing out the saloons in Foreston and 
Adeline, the sole wet spots In the 
county, but the liquor Interests won. 
Adeline has'one saloon. Fnreston has 
none at present, but one will be In- 
stalled immediately. 

In Ix>gan county New Holland was 
the only town voting on the license 
question, and the drys won by a ma- 
jority of two votes. Winona was the 
only city In Marshall county voting, 
and license was not an Issue. In Ma- 
con county Mama elected an antl-ll- 
cense board. The county is now en- 
tirely dry. In Douglas county Areola 
voted to continue dry. 

Effingham Is Dry. 

tCftlngham. in Kfflngham county, 
went dry after a most bitter fight. 
This puts 12 saloons out of business. 
It was the first time In its history that 
KMngham voted on the saloon ques- 
tion. In the same county Altamont 
went wet by 32 votes, retaining five 
saloons. Ueltrlch. In tbe same coun- 
ty, voted by a majority of 14 to retain 
Ha four dramshops. 

In Kane county. Hampshire. El- 
burn and West Dundee, the only vil- 
lages voting, went wet. The saloons 
have a tie in the Elgin city council, 
but have no dlflfculty In obtaining li- 
cense. In Dupage county. Napervllle 
went dry, disposing of 10 saloons. In 
Kankakee county Keddlck, the only 
village voting, went wet In Marion 
county the saloons were not an issue. 
Meredosla waa tbe only place In Mor- 
gan county voting on option and It 
went wet. It Is the only wet precinct 
la the county. 

Honore Even in Cook. 

In many Cook county towns which 
voted on the question honors were 
about even. In nearly all casea the 
township weut wet. while the towns 
voted dry.

Another meas- 
ure passed was one in which Import- 
ers generally are Interested and which 
practically creates the board of gen- 
eral appralaers at New York, a tiial 
court in matters pertaining to cus- 
toms duties, appeals therefrom to be 
taken to the circuit court of appeals 
Instead of the circuit court aa here- 
tofore. 

Calling attention to the Grand Army 
button he wore on the lapel of his

On occasions Senator Allison has 
been very near to the nomination of 
his party for tip, prealdency, some be 
lleve much nearer than Thomas B. 
Reed, Roecoe Coukllng, or even John 
Sherman. He would have undoubtedly 
made a good president, the equal of 
many and the superior of some, had 
the fortune of politics turned bU way 
During the progress of financial 
leglalatlon In t..«- i<ieaent congress he 
has been often consulted and. aa the 
ranking member of the senate com- 
mittee on finance, has taken a quiet 
and unostentatintir but conservative 
and helpful part In the framing of 
legislation which will relieve the coun- 
try from the conditions which resulted 
In the panic of 1907. 

Senator Allison Is the author of the 
Internal revenue law of 1868. the es- 
sential features of which are still In 
force. Prior to Its passage the tax on 
distilled spirits was two dollara a gal- 
lon and the revenue therefrom about 
114.000.000. while during the first year 
following the pipage of the Allison 
act the tax. while reduced to 76 cents, 
amounted, through the elimination of 
frauds and Its proper collection, to 
$36,000,000. 

He was chairman of a special com 
■nittee which t^sat the summer of 
1874 investigating the government 
of the District of Columbia. The bill 
drawn by him as a result of this work 
repealed existing lawa and created the 
present form of government, with 
three commissioners appointed by the 
president. 

Early In 1877 a bill was passed by 
the houae of representatives for the 
free and unlimited coiuage of silver 
There waa great clamor for the enact 
ment of the measure In tbe senate. 
The bill waa referred to the senate 
committee on Suance and, being 
aware that if tbe senate waa called 
upon to divide on the question of free 
coinage It would follow tbe popular 
agitation, Senator Allison proposed 
the preservation of the gold standard, 
but at the aame time made provision 
for a limited coinage of sl. .<-r on gov 
eminent account. 

Senator Allison haa all his life been 
a studeut of tariff problems. He had 
a considerable pert la the framing of 
tbe McKlnley bill of ISM, and genred 
on the auo-committee which prepared 
tbe rev'.tdou of 189?*-- lie had charge 
of the minority report on the Wilson 
bill 111 lfciH. and m«s alao a member 
of Hie sub committee which conaid 
ared the Dlugley act In 1897. also tak 
lug aasras of tbe bill on the aeuet.

There are no fresh bones be 
hind the wickiup. It has been many 
sleeps since Da On-In-Ka haa tasted 
meat; not since the last beef killing 
with Its wanton waste and great 
feasting, at the agency. 

Therefore Da-Ca-In-Ka's woman 
cowers as she puts before him the jar 
of cornmeal porridge. The stomach 
of a warrior craves flesh. And woe Is 
Da-Ga-In-Ka. that he should eat th» 
food of women and children and of the 
craven white man who humbles him- 
self at labor like a squaw?
